Fourth par; "Mrs. JOHNSON advised 
the room is/essentailly the same condition as when occupied by LEE HAS ME? OSWALD 
with the exception of the new drapeeies." Next it quotes* her as saying there had 
been window-coverings when 0 rented. The report is evasive.
